W hat Is considered the most beauti­ 
ful bird in the wrorld is the quezal, of 
Guatemala. 
Until within the last few 
years it was 
unknown 
to 
science, 
among the feathered 
creatures, 
de­ 
lighting in the silence of high alti­ 
tudes. 
It dwells on mountain heights 
above 7,000 feet in elevation. 
The quezal was the royal bird of 
the ancient Aztecs, and 
its 
plumes 
were 
used 
to 
decorate 
the 
head­ 
dresses and cloaks of their kings. The 
quezal’s breast is a brilliant scarlet, 
while Its green tail attains a length 
of three feet. 
It is about the size of 
the common pigeon. 
It nests in holes 
in rotten trees, which it enlarges with 
its bill, so as to make a roomy and 
comfortable 
residence. 
The 
young 
are hatched totally devoid of feathers. 
It Is the hardest of all birds to pre­ 
pare for mounting, for Its skin ib as 
tender as so much tissue paper, and 
the feathers are implanted to such a 
slight depth that they readily fall out. 
A specimen is very apt to be spoiled 
1 by falling against a branch of a tree 
on being shot. 
Up to 1860, naturalists did not know 
w'here the quezal was to be found. 
The few specim ens which had fallen 
Into their hands had been obtained 
from Indians, who kept 
the 
secret. 
| About that time, however, a collector, 
visiting that country got on the track 
of the birds and went up Into the 
mountains, where he shot a number of 
them. 
In ancient tim es the skins of 
all birds of this species belonged to 
the king, and none but members of the 
royal family were allowed to wear the 
feathers. 
The quezal belongs to the family of 
tragons. the genus Including forty-six 
ipecies, 
thirty-three 
of 
which 
are 
American. 
All are very beautiful and 
sxtremely rare.

That was 
the Inception of the famous “Kinsey 
docks” case, the name coming from 
the fact that the original Peterman 
was last seen -it the Kinsey docks in 
Liverpool. The claim agency took the 
matter in hand, traced Peterman’s lin­ 
eage back, and enabled him to estab­ 
lish a good claim to an inheritance of 
$200,000. 
That was a case of fortune 
being thrust upon a man.—Lewis Ed­ 
win Theiss, in Harper’s W eekly.

Chambersburg, Pa.—In order

ceeded in opening the door of the 
after-specie room, ready for working.

About 
half a mile away, southeast by east, 
is the temporary lightship, on which 
the warning word Wreck is painted in 
large characters.

didate. The Wilson boom had been 
growing throughout th e day. 
Wilson Gained; Harmon List. 
Wilson gained and Harmon, lost IS 
votes fro mthe Ohio delegation as a 
result of the fight.

Hayes, killed herself in her cell room 
at the Henry county jail at 4 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The sheriff of the 
county, 
J. 
D. 
King, and deputy were absent from 
the jail at the time summoning wit­ 
nesses and veniremen for the trial of 
the woman, which was to have been 
called this morning 
before 
Circuit 
Judge C. A. Calvird. 
The dead woman left the following 
note: 
“I am tired of life and willing to 
die. 
T take this opportunity to end 
my life. 
Don’t blame anyone for this. 
I am innocent of 
the 
crime 
with 
which I am 
llamed. 
These 
boys 
want everything; let them have it.— 
Mrs. Sam Hayes.” 
The crime with which Mrs. Hayes 
was charged was committed on Easter 
morning. April 7, and since that time 
she had been incarcerated 
in 
the 
jail where she ended her existence. 
A 38-calibre revolver was used, she 
placing the weapon to her left-tem ­ 
ple and firing. 
The bullet passed en­ 
tirely through her head and came out 
on the right side. She died sitting on 
the floor of the cell room she occu­ 
pied, with her back to the wall. 
The weapon with which she suicid­ 
ed is believed to have been secured 
at a time when she had been allowed 
certain liberties and the freedom of 
the corridors and other parts of her 
place of confinement. 
Counsel for the woman give the 
following as her version of the crime 
with which she was charged, and be­ 
lieved firmly that they could have 
brought about her acquittal: 
On Easter morning 
sfee 
followed 
her dead husband from their farm­ 
house, ten miles wrest of Clinton, to 
The barn, she taking with her a gun, 
with the intent, as she claimed, of 
intimidating him and compelling him 
to cease drinking. 
On entering the barn, she alleged 
to her counsel, she had the weapon 
in her hands when Hayes grasped the 
gun, touching the trigger. 
During the 


struggle that followed, the barrel of 
the weapon came in 
contact 
with 


J Hayes’ right side and was discharge 
I ed. 
According to her statement, the 
| shot was fired by Hayes’ owm hand, 
j He fell dead, dropping backward over 
I a w’agon tongue, and lay with his 
feet hanging limp. 
Mrs. Hayes said that 
seeing 
him 
dying, and with an awful 
and 
ap­ 
palling look of agony on his face, 
she fled. She proceeded in her flight 
to the home of his stepson, one-half 
mile away, where she reported that 
Hayes had suicided. 
Mrs. Hayes was the second wife of 
the dead man. 
She had charged the 
step children with having tried to 
deprive her of any dowry or part in 
an estate valued at 
about 
$15,(HK). 
It is claimed by members of Hayes 
family, however, that she was in ap 
position to establish a right to ally 
of the property, and that she had ab­ 
solutely no interest in it. 
The suicide just on the eve of the 
trial occasioned much excitement In 
Clinton and surrounding community.

Washington, June 24.—If in order 
to be convinced that the present pol­ 
icy of excessive protection is a mis­ 
take, the American public simuly de­ 
mands evidence that workers in the 
most highly protected industiies re­ 
ceive no protection whatsoever, then 
the country will go overwhelmingly 
democratic this fall. 
The evidence is 
accessible. 
The Lawrence, 
Mass., 
strike 
re­ 
vealed that the men. women aud chil­ 
dren workers in 
the great woolen 
mills—the most highly protected in­ 
dustry of all—receive $0, $6 and $7 
a week wages for full time. 
The 
Stanley committee showed that work­ 
ers in the blast furnaces of the steel 
mills— the second most highly pro­ 
tected industry— work twelve hours 
a day, seven days a week, and are 
miserably treated and underpaid. 
Revelations Are Damaging. 
And now' comes the most damning 
revelations of all, in the report of the 
New York factory investigating com­ 
mission, showing that there are 296.- 
OOO women at work in the highly pro­ 
tected factories of New' York cities, 
an4 that the average weekly wage of 
these women toilers is $5. 
Tne pro­ 
prietors of the factories told the in­ 
vestigators time and again that they 
“ use women ;n place of men w h en ­ 
ever possible, as they are cheaper 
and do not strike for better wages 
and conditions.” 
The report of this commission has 
been verified by independent investi­ 
gators of a big New York newspaper. 
Here are some of the ways the fac­ 
tories and mill owners “ protect Amer­ 
ican workingmen.” 
Boys’ fiugeis. when cut off in the 
“ punch” machines in the metal work- I 
ir.g shops, are quoted at $200 a pair; 
singly, they are worth $1.10. 
Women, some of them gray-ha ired, 
stand.ten hours daily, stripping pork 
and making sausage. 
Breathe Poisonous Gas.

AN APPEAL T0_MR. BRYAN 


To Postpone His Fight for “Progres­ 
siveness” at Baltimore. 


Whether 300,000 employes of steam 
railroads west of Chicago will go on 
strike will be determined todav when 
the executive council of the Federa­ 
tion of Federations, an organization 
comprising nine branches of railroad 
employes, wall meet in St. Louis to 
count a referendum vote cast by tho 
members. The meeting will be in the 
St. James hotel, according to A. O. 
Wharton, of St Louis, president of the 
federation, alter all members cf the 
council arrive. 
The council is composed of the gen­ 
eral and international presidents of 
the 
nine 
-affiliated 
organizations. 
Those due today are:

Voting cards were sent to 
each individual in each branch and 
alter the votes of the various unions 
in one had been received by the na­ 
tional council of that order P was 
compiled and forwarded to the execu­ 
tive council of the Federation of Fed­ 
erations. 
The strike, if voted, will be one 
practically in sympathy with the em­ 
ployes of the Illinois Central and oth­ 
er Harriman lines who have been on 
strike since last September. 
Thirty 
thousand men are out on these lines, 
according to Wharton. The employes 
are of the opinion the strike is being 
conducted by tho General Managers* 
association, a body composed of va­ 
rious managers of railroads. 
Wharton says if the walkout Is or­ 
dered it wou’d affect 150 roads, 50 
trunk lines and IOO auxiliary lines. 
While the -organizations mentioned 
cover 
all 
branches of the various 
trades only those working for rail­ 
roads will be called out.
